The crappie are biting and the 
kids want to go skiing. Lakes 
void of boats a few weeks ago 
can experience a traffic jam at 
launch ramps when the weather 
warms. We all need the break 
from the stress and hassles of 
every day life, so it’s especially 
important that we all practice 
the Golden Rule when we ven- 
ture outside. Boaters, particu- 
larly anglers, face an ever- 
expanding population of water 
sports enthusiasts. who. crowd 
launching ramps and other facil- 
ities on lakes and rivers across 
the country. Unfortunately, ata 
time when it is needed most; 
comman coprtesy, is becoming 
less common. 

The following common sense 
suggestions from the boating 
industry will make boating more 
pleasant for everyone going to 
and while on ‘the waterways of 
Alabama. 

Trailering- Neyer forget that 
you have a boat trailer behind 
your vehicle. Your rig adds a lot 
of momentum that increases the 
amount of time and distance it 
takes to stop. Don’t tailgate; 
back off to a distance at which 
you can safely come to a stop if 
necessary. 

If you see that a following 
vehicle is starting to pass you, 
slow down to give the vehicle 
plenty of room to get back into 
traffic in front. 

Don’t hug. the centerline. 
Trailers often sway as they 
round a curve, swinging into the 
oncoming lane. Stay off. the 
shoulder. Nothing makes the 
motorist behind you angrier than 
a shower of gravel thrown onto 
his windshield by a trailer’s tire.

scope out the traffic carefully. If 
there is a line waiting to launch, 
go. to the end of the line. 
Waiting in line is a good time to 
get tackle, coolers, clothing, life 
jackets and other gear stowed in 
your boat. Check and install the 
drain plug, pump up fuel bulbs 


and get the engine ready so you . 


can launch quickly and easily 
when it’s your turn. Don’t tie up 
traffic as you prep your boat. 
Be sure you can drive a boat 
onto a trailer before attempting 
to pull off such a feat in front a 
long line of boaters who may be 
tired and ~ short-tempered. 
Practice the art of bagking a 


trailer at an, empty, raitip: before 


you attempt to maneuver on a 
crowded ramp. 
On The Water-When near the 


launch famp, never ‘crowd 
another boat, and be sure to 
make little or no wake. 


Minimizing the wake will keep 
docked boats from being banged 
against the dock. 

The “rules of + the water” 
should be obeyed when passing 
other boats. These rules are out- 
lined in U.S. Coast Guard pam- 
phlets, which can be obtained at 
many marinas. 

Never consume eienhal while 
boating! The combination of 
wind, sun and recreational activ- 
ity increases the negative effect 
of alcohol. 

Never crowd another angler. 
How many times have you had 
someone glide right up to where 
you were fishing and intrude on 
your fishing space?

Shade and turf grasses are 
not always good partners

Shade can kill your turfgrass. 
As we move into the growing 
season be aware of this porn 
tial problem. 

As a general rule centipede 
does not get along with shade 
very well at all. When you read 
much of the literature written 
about Centipede it actually will 
tell you that Centipede can take 
moderate shade. I think in 
some cases this is probably 
true, but from my experience, 
Centipede doesn’t do very well 
around shade. Hybrid Bermuda 
is probably the worst of all and 
this would also include com- 
mon Bermuda yards, They 
need full sun with little or no 
shade. Zoyia, however, seems 
to handle a moderate amount of 
shade relatively well. St. 
Augustine on the other hand is 
the best grass as it relates to 
growing in shadier type areas, 
but even though it is rated for 
heavy shade, it has been known 
to fail in many situations where 
there is very little light reach- 
ing the grass during the day. 

No matter what your opinion 
is or what you have found to be 
true as it relates to shade and 
turf grass there are some rules 
of thumb that will help you in 
sustaining grass around 
trees. You must raise the canopy 
of the tree high enough to allow 
the sun to reach under that tree. 
If you drive around and look 
where grass is growing up next 
to trees you can almost certain- 
ly see that the canopy is raised 
to a pretty high level to allow 
almost full sun throughout the 
day. If it is not possible to raise 
the canopy to an adequate level 
then the best choice under 
those trees would be to set up 
some kind of bed such as 
shrubbery or ground cover or 
something else that would 
grow in full to heavy shade. 

Another thing that you must 
take a look at is the root system 
under the tree. For example, 
under Oak trees where the roots 


tend to come out of the ground 


and are gnarly looking and will 
push the sod up; it is pretty 
hard to sustain sod in an area 
like this. This would be another 
place or situation where a bed 
of some kind or a ground cover 
rather than trying to sustain turf 
would be better. 

One good way to: bed around 
a tree is to come out from the 
tree a good portion of the way 
from the trunk and lay down 
some sort of weed barrier. You 
can use black plastic or even 
some of the landscape clothes 
that allow water in but suppress 
weed growth.
